Judge T.andis then announced that 
sentence will be passed on the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana, which was con- 
victed of using illegal railroad rates on 
August third.

AND MORTGAGE TAXATION AGAIN 
.Despite tho assertion the present law 


has been a dead letter as relates to 
mortgages the truth is the ttate has 
not lost a dollar, that is provided the 
intention is not to tax twice the sanic 
property. It is all true that the present 
law was not clear and received different 
interpretations, but the general impres- 
sion wns that it was at the option of 
the. one holding the mortgage to make 
a return, or at the option of tho one 
milking the mortgage to pay the tax, by 
the simple process of saying nothing 
about it to the assessor, and thus pay- 
ing the tax upon full viihie of his prop- 
erty. 
If this did not secure to the state 


payment upon the full assessed value of 
mortgaged hinds without deduction of 
the mortgage nothing else could secure 
it. The same results would of course be 
secured if th? one holding the mortgage 
made the return thus paying the tax, 
while- the one giving the mortgage would 
in this case deduct the full amount of 
the mortgage from his assessed value. 
In either plan followed the fiUte secured 
its tax. that is as snid, provided the idea 
is not tn tux twice the same thing. 


Under the newer light it is proposed 


to tax mortgages three mills on the dol- 
lar, or i?3.33 per thousand dollars. Thus 
condensed the proposed

that the tax is to be paid on the face of 
mortgages, 
loss the amounts paid on 


them, which must be shown by the in- 
dorsements on the records in the register 
of deeds office.

The veto of (iov. Davidson of tho 


stock and bond bill in its objections re- 
moves the idea the powers that be do 
not sometimes protect people where they 
live. His objections are 
forcible 
and 


shows that a rail corporation 
issuing 


stocks woulfT be at liberty to i-oam as 
they are minded without restraint, be- 
cause such on being reorganized are ex- 
empted by the law and permitted to is- 
sue new stocks and bonds as under pres- 
ent law without restraint. HU views 
as to relations of common stock and pre 
fonvd stock should ba accepted as cor- 
rect because generally speaking, people 
arc unable to perceive by the fiction nf 
preferred stock issues, how a minority 
can with justice control a majority, and 
in the event of foreclosure or settlement 
in legal proceedings is able to wipe out 
the common stock. 


The governor says he sees no reason 


why corporate preferred stock should 
have 
any preferences above common 


stock, certainly not without assent of 
the common stock holders. It is against 
public policy, anil he says there is no 
justice in permitting owners of preferred 
stock to control a corporation regard- 
less of the common stock outstanding. A 
provision, says the governor, which gives 
the preferred stock in the original arti- 
cles enlarged voting powers while re- 
stricting common stock holders to one 
vote for each share, makes it possible 
to place controlling powers in hands of 
preferred stock holders. 


lie says the policy that regards pre- 


ferred stock as creditors of the corpor- 
ation is the one adopted, but in his judg- 
ment the policy that allows preferred 
stock to be ijmod by all corporations 
hns no substantial ground upon which 
it can be justified, though if permitted 
at 
all , its abuse should be guarded 


against. This matter is in a manner 
provided for, by the provision in the 
bill common and preferred shall state 
tho privileges accorded with the restric- 
tion on the preferred, yet in buying and 
felling, that is in the markets, the pub- 
lic at large will be ignorant or mistaken 
through inadvertence, and thus imposed 
upon.

A Short-Lived "Doctrine." 


Milwaukee Xews: 
The supreme court 


of Indiana has placed a quietus upon the 
decision of a circuit judge in that state 
to the effect that laws licensing saloons 
are void hi that the traffic in liquor is 
immoral and the legislature is without 
authority to give a legal standing to an 
immoral enterprise. The decision of the 
Indiana jurist excited a. great deal of 
iittention and was 
warmly 
applauded 


by the enemies of the saloon. It offered 
a short cut to the saloon'e suppression. 
The supreme court, however, summarily 
disposed of the doctrine that the state 
has no authority to license immorality 
by declining to entor into the ethical 
standing, of the saloon nnd contenting 
itself with the finding that such regula- 
tion is properly within the exercise of 
the police power and that if the snloon 
is on-immoral institution the way to 
| abolish it is by legislative act. nnd not 


by judicial decision. 


We must confe.s that we like the de- 


eUion of the Indiana, supreme court— 
nnt that it sustains the snloon. but that 
it sustains the basic princinple of free 
institutions—that government rests with 
the people. 
The courts have not been 


created as guardians of the people. 
It 


would he quite as intolerable for a jtidic- 
inrv to arrogate to itself 'the power to- 
say that it is without the power of the 
people to do certain things, which the 
people themselves have not forbidden, as 
it would be for nn executive, setting him- 
self up ns n divinely ordained ruler, to 
proclaim laws void for contlicting with 
Heaven's will. The CMT itnri his divine 
prerogatives are essentially the same as 
the Indiana jurist and his conscience— 
both proclaim themselves above earthly 
things and deny the people's right to 
misgovern themselves. 


Destroying Burdock. 


Like all biennials, the burdock is eas- 


ily destroyed in cultivated fields. It is 
in bv-places, such as fence sides, limes, 
corners around the buildings, pastures, 
snd the borders of woodlands, that, bur- 
docks give trouble. 
But even in these 


they are not difficult to destroy. Fann- 
ers who go over their fields twice a 
vear will soon have no burdocks. 
In 


cutting them cure should be taken to 
strike Inflow the crown. Every plant cut 
in this way must die. Tile cutting may 
be done at nuy time of tho- year when the 
ground is not frozen, and it is, of course 
much more easily done when the plnnts 
are younp.
